Charge Enmity of “Big Six.” 

Uzzell attributes his indictment to the 
revenge of the “Big Six,’’ or alleged 
gambling trust in Granite City, of which 
Gottselig is accused of being the head 
and front.

Judge Withrow issed a temporary in- 
junction Friday al:ernoon restraining 
the Allen Estate Association from tak- 
ing over the asseis of the corporation 
owning the Southern Hotel and from in- 
creasing its capita. stock from $700,000 to 
$800,000. 

The injunction was issued at the peti- 
tion of Alive Lombard, who alleged that 
she owns 1000 shares of stock In the Al- 
len estate and none in the Southern Ho- 
tel, and that the hotel is being operated 
at a heavy loss. The Court set the hear- 
ing on the injunction for July 6. 

The plaintiff alleged further that the 
Southern Hotel js now indebted to the 
Allen estate for more than $60,000, and 
is in arrears on rent for more than 
$5000. 

Meeting Called for Monday. 

The directors of the Allen Estate As- 
according to the petition, 
called a meeting for June 27 to vote on 
a proposition to increase the stock and 
acquire the Southern Hotel corporation, 


At the meeting a vote is also to be 
taken on a proposition to acquire the 
Douglass Jersey Cattle Co. The 
plaintiff asks that the directors be 
enjoined from holding the meeting 
or voting on any of the propositions. 

The Allen estate leased the South- 
ern Hotel to the Southern Hotel cor- 
poration May 1, 1907, for $42,000 a 
year. The capital stock of the South- 
ern is $200,000. 

Suit Directed Against Others.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June #4.—That 
there was a suicide agreement between 
Guy R. Johnson, the prominent clubman, 
and Mrs. W. P. G; Harding, the beau- 
tiful wife of the president of the First 
National Bank, is suggested by a state- 
ment of Roy Jones, a white chauffeur 
in the employ ef the Johnsen family. 

“I delivered a package to Mrs. Harding 


Wednesday afternoon,” said «he chauf- 
feur, “and it was a mighty suspicious 
looking package. I delivered it from 
Mr. Johnson’s hands into hers at the 
Harding home in Glen Iris Park. 

“A little while after that I heard of 
the suicide of Mrs, Harding.” 

When neighbors rushed into Mrs. 
Harding’s room after the shooting a 
package that gave evidence of having 
been opened but a short time before 
was found lying on the bed. This pack- 
age had contained a pistol. 

Inquiry by Telephone. 

While neighbors were in the room a 
telephone message came and an inquiry 
was made for Mrs. Harding. When the 
information was given that Mrs. Hard- 
ing was dead the voice at the other end 
of the line cried out, “Oh, my God!” 
and immediately the receiver was hung 
up. 

The person in the Harding home who 
answered the telephone is sald to have 
declared the voice was that of Guy R. 
Johnson. 

Mrs. Harding shot herself shortly 
after 6 o'clock, within a few minutes 
Johnson shot himself, inflicting a wound 
that caused death after several] hours. 
It is said that Johngon in a dying state- 
ment to his wife mentioned the rumors 
regarding the friendship between him- 
self and Mrs. Harding. He said Mrs. 
Harding was pure as snow and that 
he. could not stand for the disgrace of 
the groundless reports. 

Johnson's body was sent to Phila- 
deiphia today for interment. Mr. 
Harding is expected to reach home to-

Albert von Hoffman, Local 
Inventor, Declares He Will 
Start Passenger Line. 








A regular airship passenger service 
between St. Louis and Chicago and St. 
Louis and Kansas City may be at- 
tempted within two months if the 
plans of Albert .von Hoffmann, in- 


ventor, du not meet with an unex- 
pected set back. 

For a year von Hoffmann, who has 
offices in the Frisco Building, with 
several interested and wealthy 
friends, has been secretly construct- 
ing an airship, modeled on the lines 
uf that of Count Zeppelin, but larger 
and with a greater capacity for pas- 
sengers. 

Fortune From Another Invention. 

Von Hoffmann is the inventor of 
the process for welding steel rails 
which is now used by practically 
every street car company in the big 
cities of the United States, and from 
which he made a fortune. He also 
says he has forty or so other inven- 
tions in general use, and is general 
manager of the National Telephone 
Directory Co. 

“In constructing this ship,” Von 
Hoffmann told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Friday, “we have followed 
only known mechanical principles, 
except for minor features, The hull 
of the ship, however, may be of a 
material not hitherto used. 

“Through chemical processes I have 
obtained a material for the hull which is 
lighter than aluminum and stronger. I 
have applied for patents and the only 
question is whether we can have it 
manufactured at once. 

‘We are basing our hopes on the 
love of people for novelty and the 
delight of an air voyage. The ex- 
penses of operating an airship line 
will be extremely high, and so fares 
may even quadruple what they 
are on passenger trains. Even so I 
think an airship line will be pop- 
ular. If it proves so then a com- 
pany may be formed to operate one 
permanently.”

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ORDERS INQUIRY 
INTO FRAR LAND 
PHILIPPINE FRAUD 


House Committee Acts on 
Martin Resolution, Charg- 
ing Corruption. 





WASHINGTON, June 24—An investi- 
gation into the sale of friar lands in 
the Philippines was recommended to 
the House today by the Committee on 
Insular Affairs, which took favorable 
action on the House resolution of Rep- 


resentative Martin of Colorado providing 
for such an investigation by this com- 
mittee. 

The resolution as adopted provides for 
a ‘thorough investigation of the Interior 
Department of the Philippine Govern- 
ment, touching the administration of 
Philippine lands and all matters of fact 
and law pertaining thereto, whether the 
same are to be had in the United States, 
the Philippine Islands or elsewhere, and 
to report to this Congress.” To the 
committee 1s given power to subpena 
witnesses and administer oaths. It 
was alse provided that a sub-committee 
might be named to go to the Philippines 
or elsewhere to get information. 

Officials Are Accused, 

The Martin resolution demanding the 
investigation recited that a report from 
the Secretary of War had disclosed that 
Frank W. Carpenter, executive secre- 
tary of the Philippine government, had 
leased 5000 acres of Friar land and inti- 
mated that Carpenter had practically 
purchased 17,000 acres. 

The Martin resolution further declared 
that 3000 acres of the Friar lands had 
been leased for a period of 25 years for 
2 cents an acre per annum to E. L. 
Worcester, a nephew of Dean C. Wor- 
cester, the Philippine Secretary of the 
Interior. The resolution denounced 
these transactions as ‘‘so criminally cor- 
rupt and immoral as to constitute mal- 
feasance in office.’’ 

Representative Martin had conducted 
a vigorous fight against the sale of 
the Friar lands by the Government 
throughout the entire present session. 

He charged that the Government was 
selling the Friar lands of which there 
are 400,000 acres in the Philippines, to 
the Sugar Trust and that there was a 
general effort at exploitation of the 
Philippines.

The 20 years. period of railroad re- 
ceiverships and foreclosure, testified 
eloquently, he declared, to the practical 
effect of such unwarranted issues of 
securities upon the ability of railroad 
companies to properly perform their 
functions as instrumentalities of inter- 
state commerce; while the utterance of 
stock for inadequate or fictitious con- 
sideration had furnished the oppor- 
tunity for the most irresponsible and 
speculative control of these highways 
of commerce and had resulted in the 
injury which always followed a control 
of property by those who had’no real 
investment in it. 

Control for Quick Profit. 

Such control, Mr. Wickersham  con- 
tinued, all experience demonstrated 
would not be generally exercised in the 
interest of the road and to insure the 
safe, conservative management neces- 
sary to meet the requirements of the 
public and the proper discharge of the 
obligations imposed upon the carrier by 
law. On the contrary, it was almost in- 
evitable that such control would be em- 
ployed for purely speculative purposes 
and to gain immediate profit for those 
in temporary control. 

It was thig public aspect, he said, 
which lent force to the conviction that 
“watered” and “bonus stock’’ was one 
of the greatest abuses connected with 
the management of corporations, and it 
was this effect upon the fitness of the 
carriers to perform their duties under 
national legislation that required and 
justified Federal supervision and con- 
trol of the subject. 

Can Control Corporations. 

He contended that Congress may regu- 
late and restrain the state corporation 
and may prohibit it from issuing’ obli- 
gations or stock for any purpose relat- 
ing to interstate or foreign commerce.

PRIEST FIRES AT 
? MEN TRYING T0 
~ STEAL TELESCOPE 


The Rev. Father Clarke Frus- 
trates Third Attempt on 
Father Brennan’s Instru- 
ment. 





Since the days of the comet, would-be 
skygazers have made three attempts to 
break into the specially constructed shed 
in the rear of the pastoral residence of 
SS. Mary and Joseph's parish, where the 
Rev. Father M. 8S. Brennan, astronomer- 
priest, keeps: his telescope. 

The Rev. Martin J. Clarke, Father 
end to this prowling when he fired five 
shots Thursday night at three men 
whom he saw skulking in the shed's 
shadow. 

Father Clarke did not merely fire 
shots in the air, he said Friday. He shot 
at the men, and he does not think he 
would have been very sorry if he had 
hit one of them. For it would be a se- 
rious matter, he feels, to have anyone 
tampering with Father Brennan's be- 
loved telescope. 

Some of Father Brennan’s neighbors 
believe the wonderful qualities of the 
telescope, which caused Father Bren- 
nan to see a “flaming sword’ across 
the sky when others could discern only 
a dim, dull smear, have caused the 
efforts to purloin the big spy-glass. An 
instrument which enables its owner to 
see such wonderful sights, wholly invis- 
ible to the general public, ts unques- 
tionably a thing to be coveted, and the 
prowlers, it is believed, were no ordi- 
nary low-browed malefactors. 

The first attempt was made about the 
time the comet disappeared. The men 
were seen to run out of the back yard 
when Father Brennan started out into 
the yard late at night, to take a good- 
night look at the skies. 

The second time, a week ago, the men 
were driven away as they tried to break 
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into the kitchen of the parochial resi- 
dence. Whether they were looking for 
the key of the telescope shed, or for 
something else in the house, the priests 
could not decide. 

Father Clarke kept watch for them 
Thursday night, and a friend, J. M. 
Shea of 114 South Third street, sat up 
with him. They sat on the rear porch, 
in a shadow which kept them from be- 
ing seen by the three men who presently 
crept into the yard.

Sherman Hull, vice-president of the 
Missouri & Kansas Telephone Co.; F. 
C. Penfield, traffic manager of the same 
company, and Gouvenour Calhoun, man- 
ager of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. in the St. Louis district, 
were witnesses Friday morning in the 
State’s inquiry into the relations of 
Missouri telephone companies with the 
American concern, known as the ‘Tel- 
Tel Trust.’ 

The inquiry, a continuation of that 
which opened Thursday afternoon, was 
held in the office of Lehmann & Leh- 
mann in the Merchants’-Laclede Bulld- 
ing. The enéeavor of Assistant Attor- 
neys-General Revelle and Blair was to 
obtain admissions showing that 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
fixed the rates charged for services by 
local telephone companies. 


Witnesses Avoid Admissions. 
Hall and Penfield avoided making di- 


rect admissions of the sort which the 
questioners sought. They said the fix- 
ing of rates in Missouri and Kansas 
companies was left to the local con- 
cerns, but admitted that the relations 
of the companies were such that the 
parent company might exert an influ- 
ence on the local concerns in these mat- 
ters. 


answer most of the questions put to 
him. He said he held one share of 
stock, which had been given to him, but 
that he knew nothing of dividends or of 
the membership of the Board of Direc- 
tors. 

Charles H. Wilson, general super- 
intendent of the American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co., testified that he 
was also an official in various local 
telephone companies in Iowa, Ar- 
kansas and Kansas, and in the Bell 
company of Buffalo. ‘He received 
his salary from the parent company, 
he said, and the local concerns were 
charged a certain amount by the 
American for his services to them 
severally. 


American distributed themselves in 
the same manner over the local 
companies, including the president, 
the general commercial superintend- 
ent and the general superintedents 
of plants and traffic. He gave no 
direct information about Missouri 
concerns, except to say that none 
of the concerns represented in the 
previous testimony was in compe- 
tition with the “Tel-Tel Trust.” 
First Day’s Session. 


The first session of the hearing, 
Thursday afternoon in Attorney 
Lemann’s office, produced testimony 
to the following effect: 

That the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. of Boston 
owns two-thirds of the stock of 
the Bell Telephone Co. of Mis- 
souri and the Missouri and Kansas 
Telephone Co. 

That Theodore N, Vail, president 
of the American Co. is a direct- 
or in the two local companies. 

That both of the local corpora- 
tions make monthly reports to the 
American company of their earn- 
ings and expenses. 

“This is precisely the evidence the 
State wanted for proving the existence 
of a monopoly,” said Revelle after the 
hearing. 

The testimony was volunteered by 
Lehmann, who undertook to answer as 
many as he could of the 8 questions 
prepared by the State for submission 
to the telephone companies. The un- 
answered queries will be sent to the 
headquarters of the local companies 
and of the American Company in the 
East. 

Gouveneur Calhoun, division. commer- 
cial superintendent of the American 
company, took the stand, and was asked 
whether his company did not confine its 
business in Missouri to the wires of the 
Bell and Missouri and Kansas com- 
panies. 

Calhoun replied that such a situation 
was inevitable, as he could not remem- 
ber a town in the State in which the 
local telephone company was not con- 
trolled by one or the other of the com- 
panies named.

NEW YORK, June 24.—Sir Weetman 
Dickinson Pearson, who was created a 
peer in England yesterday in honor 
of King George's birthday, spent the 
day here, trailed by detectives wherever 
he went. Sir Weetman is just, now 
perhaps the most dreaded enemy of 
Henry Clay Pierce of St. Louis, head of 
the Waters-Pierce Oil Co., a Standard 
Oll concern. He and Mr. Pierce have 
figuratively locked horns in a struggle 
for supremacy in the oil industry of 
Mexico. 

The detectives are cone believed 
to be in the employ of Pierce, or of 
some of the Standard Oil interests. 
They have dogged FPearson’s footsteps 
for more than a year, both here and in 
Mexico, and even in England, Pearson’s 
home, It ig likely that they will keep 
on dogging him until the commercia) 
struggle between Pierce and his trade 
rival comes to a close, 

Shadowed by Detectives, 

Pearson, who is well known to many 
New Yorkers for his connection with 
the building of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road tubes under the river to Manhat- 
tan, came to New York June 14, taking 
rooms at the St. Regis. He had scarce- 
ly been in the hotel an hour before 
several young men took up their stations 
outside the hotel. 

Two of them stationed themselves on 
the steps of the o!d Harriman rest- 
dence, just across the street at Fifty- 
fifth street and Fifth avenue. Two 
more took up the vigil on the Fifth ave- 
nue side. Two others appeared in. a 
taxicab, which drew up in front of the 
Hotel Gotham, nearby. 

There the six detectives remained un- 
til Pearson started down town. There 
was a signal from the two men on the 
Harriman house steps. The _ taxicab 
started forward, and as Pearson went 
ff in another taxicab the two detec- 
tives followed. 

Reports Sent to Mexico.

rPearson has put foot outside of the St. 


Regis. While he is inside the hotel 
some of the detectives wait outside, 
night and day. And it is said that each 
aight when Pearson is safe in bed a 
full report of his goings and comings 
‘or the day is flashed in code over the 
telegraph wires to Mexico. 

The struggle between Pearson and 
the Waters-Pierce interests is an in- 
teresting chapter in modern commer- 
cial wars. Several years ago Pearson 
built the Tehuantepec National Rail- 
way, which stretches across Mexico 
from the Pacific to the Gulf. It does 
the work on land which the Panama 
canal will do by water. The rallway 
was built for the Mexican Government, 
but Pearson has been operating it since 
it was completed. 

In 1907 Fearson and his associates 
became interested in Mexican oil wells. 
They acquired several gushers and built 
refineries near by. At that time the 
Waters-Pierce Oil] Co., had practically 
a monopoly of the oil business in Mexi- 
co. The company had then, and has 
now, an investment of about $10,000,- 
000 in refineries and other oil plants 
in Mexico. But the Waters-Pierce in- 
terests were not producers of crude 
oil to any extent. They depended upon 
the Mexican Petroleum Co., and a few 
other concerns for their supply of crude 
oil. 

Supply of Oil Limited. 


. 
When Pearson and his associates en® 


tered the field they took away from the 
Waters-Pierce interests every source of 
supply except the Mexican Petroleum 
Co. At present the Waters-Pierce con- 
eern finds itself in the position of be- 
ing unable to obtain more than 2 bar- 
rels of crude oil a day from the Mexican 
Petroleum Co. That is about one-sev- 
enth of the amount it requires. The oth- 
er six-sevenths has to be transported 
from the United States, and a duty of 
$4.59 a barrel paid when it crosses the 
Mexican frontier. It is a serious handi- 
cap in the struggle against Pearson and 
his associates. 


Pearson interests recently bought sev- [| 


en new wells in four districts in Mex- 
ico which had never before been ex- 
ploited. Four of them were gushers, 
two flowing wells and one a ‘‘pumper.”’ 
By this stroke Pearson assured himself 
a supply to meet the demands of the 
Mexican markets, with enough left over 
to do a large export business,

As H. Clay Pierce is in Wisconsin with 
his family for a summer outing, his son, 
Clay Arthur Pierce is the only author- 
ized spokesman of his family in St. 

Efforts to reach him at his 
home and at the office of the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co. were unavailing Friday 
afternoon.

It was pointed out to them that the 
articles accurately stated concrete facts, 
that could not possibly be construed as 
& reflection on honest dealers, and that 
they were printed in the interest of the 
people, who are entitled to honest weight 
for their money. 


Defense of the Grocers. 
Padberg of the Padbers Mer- 


cantle Co., said: 

“The grocers and butchers are the 
poorest paid class of tradesmen in St. 
louls. They are not making a dollar. 
Many of them are having a hard time 
making enough to pay clerk hire. 

“Our customers carry away baskets, 
jugs, bottles and other things prom- 
ising to return them. These conditions 
ought to be exposed to show that 
the customers impose on the grocer. 

“We have been prosecuting, at our 
own expense, the dealers of a well 
known market who sell oleomargarine 
for butter. Why doesn’t the Post-Dis- 
patch print the facts about the prose- 
cutions? At this market there is not 
one pound of butter sold, although 
thousands of pounds of oleomargarine 
are sold daily for butter.’’ 

Padberg’s attention was called to the 
fact that the Post-Dispatch printed the 
news about the oleo prosecutions. 


Customer May Be Mistaken. 
“A whole lot epends,” continued 


Padberg, ‘on how a customer ap- 
proaches me as to whether he gets 
what he thinks he is buying. The cus- 
tomer may think he has been short- 
weighted when he has not.” 

‘"Yes,”" interposed J. D. Lukenbfll, who 
gas once a candidate for Inspector of 
Weights and Measures, “if a customer 
comes in and inquires how much sugar 
he can buy for a dollar and I tell him 
2% pounds, it stands to reason that I 
would not sell him 10 pounds for 650 
cents and 6 pounds for 2% cents. I 
worked four years for a big grocery 
store that sold eight pounds of sugar 
for 50 cents, when it was selling 20 
pounds for a dollar.” 

The committee was told the Post-Dis- 
patch short-weight investigator in buy- 
ing sugar first inquired how much was 
sold for a certain sum. If he wished 
to purchase 26 cents’ worth of sugar he 
first asked how much sugar was sold 
for a quarter, and then called for the 
number of pounds the dealer said fre 
sold for that amount. The members of 
the committee all admitted that that 
was fair, and that no advantage had 
been taken of the dealers in making 
the purchases. 


No Criticism of Wonest Dealers. 
After explaining to the committee that 


the Post-Dispatch was not criticising the 
honest dealer, who gives honest weight, 
but was working in his interest, the 
Post-Dispatch asked: 

‘Do you gentlemen contend that all 
grocers, butchers and market men are 
honest?” 

‘Yes, sir,” exclaimed Padberg, “they 
are all honest.”’ 

“As a class, yes,’’ spoke up Secretary 
Harris, “but individually we do not 
contend that all are honest. We believe 
they are probably more honest than any 
other class of tradesmen.”’ 

Padberg admitted that it is a genera! 
custom not to take fractions of ounces 
into consideration, and.not to make al- 
lowances to consumers for shortages 
under an ounce, 

Easy to Tell Values. 

When butter is selling at 40 cents a 
pound, ham at 4 cents and bacon at % 
and 35 cents, every ounce of weight rep- 
resents more than 2 cents. When one 
pound is bought an ounce represents 
one-sixteenth of the purchase. As 
these articles are generally weighed 
on computing scales, it is easy for the 
grocer to see the exact value of the 
article sold. 

When butter is 4 cents the comput- 
ing scale will show that 15 ounces is 
worth 387% cents. 

Padberg declared that grocers could 
not afford to pay any attention to 
such shortages, but that they had to 
give and take. 


Cartons and Trays Weighed. 
He also admitted, and so did all the 


other members of the committee, that 
no allowance is ever made for the 
weight of trays or cartons in which 
butter, lard and other articles are put 
up. They admitted that these trays 
or cartons are weighed in at. the price 
for which the goods are sold. They 
justify this by saying that they have 
to pay for the cartons and ‘trays. 

The Post-Dispatch told the éommittee 
it would print any statement it wished 
to make regarding short weights. The 
members decided to make no forma! 
statement, but suggested they would 
like to have a full report of their visit 
in the Post-Dispatch. 

The members declared that they nev- 
er knew when to expect an inspector 
from the Department of Weights and 
Measures and concluded from this that 
it would be impossible to maintain false 
scales. They said the inspéctors often 
visited their stores and inspected sev- 
eral scales before they knew the of- 
ficers were there. One grocer said his 
scales had been inspected twice within 
15 days. 

The committee was told that Peter 
Anderson, the Inspector of Weights and 
Measures, complained that his force of 
inspectors was inadequate, and that it 
was impossible for the department, as 
now constituted, to do efficiently all the 
work that ought to be done. The com- 
mittee was told also that an attache 
of the inspector’s office had reported 
that the inspectors divided the city 
Into north and south districts, and that 
all the men worked in one district at 
the same time, thus making it possible 
for fraudulent grocers to time their 
visits. 


Trays 

The ern committes Condemned. in con- 
demning butter trays with heavy tin 
clasps at each end, that had~ been 
brought to the Post-Dispatch office by 
Wiliam J. Fay of 319 South Fourteenth 
street. They declared that the dealer 
who would use them could have no 
standing in the business, Trays of that 
kind, the committee said, were not 
generally used in the grocery trade. 
They admitted that the average butter 
and lard tray weighs one-half eunce. 
The trays they condemned weigh three- 
quarters of an ounce. 

The butter merchant whe uses the 
heavy trays boasts that he sells two 
tubs ef butter every day, more than 
the average grocer sells in a week. 

The Post-Dispatch is getting many 
letters from readers who say they have 
been short-welghted by poe ge 
grocers, butchers and market men. 
has received several letters from scan. | 
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| ana butchers, and several telephone 
communications commending the short- 
weight exposure. 


Consumers say that when they make 


complaint of short weight the dishonest 


grocers declare the consumers’ scale is 
not trustworthy. Here is a sample let- 
ter, which the writer asked to have ap- 
pear over the signature, “Milkman’s 
Son,” as he did not wish to have his 
name printed: 


I bought a pound of butter from 
that weighed 18% ounces 
including carton. I then bought an- 
other pound from and it 
weighed 13 ounces, with carton. | 
went to the first company and raid 
I wanted a pound when I paid for it. 
The clerk said my scales were N. G., 
but I told him my ‘scales were bal- 
ance scales and corresponded ¢or- 
rectly wiih postoffice scales and T 
would make trouble if I was cheated 
again. I never received short weight 
after that. The scales the company 
uses are balance scales, but they 
have a notched beam in the rear to 
weigh ounces and the company uses 
this in cheating. 


The only remedy I can Suggest is 
a law penalizing the short- -weight 
merchant, with a share of the fine 
to be given to the informer. 





wine Coffee Co., living at 8906 Glasgow 
avenue, writes as follows in defense of 
the grocers: 

Presuming upon your absolute fair- 
ness, I ask that you allow space for 
a few words in defense of the hard- 
est working, poorest paid and least 
appreciated of all tradesmen, the re- 
tall grocer. 

To read the short-weight articles tn 
recent issues of the Post-Dispatch 
one would think that the retall gro- 
cer had the highway robber beat to 
a frazzle when it comes to getting 
the money. The truth is that profits 
are so small in the retail grocery 
business and the losses from dead 
beats eo large that the average gro- 
cer does not earn the salary of a day 
laborer. 

I am conversant with conditions in 
the retail grocery business, and am 
stating a fact when I say that to 
every grocer who willfully cheats a 
customer, there are a thousand dead 
beats who live on the fat of the land 
at the expense of the grocer, and 
who, while the grocer works hard 
to make both ends meet, spend the 
money which they owe him for the 
necessaries of life, on fine clothes 
and a good time. 


I do not condone anybody that re- 
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sorts to dishonest practices in busi- 
ness, and I compliment you for your 
efforts in behalf of the honest 
grocers; but, while the searchlight 
is turned on, let it shine brightly on 
those rotten barnacles on the com- 
munity, the professional dead beats, 
the program beggars and ticket ped- 
dlers, who are constantly sapping the 
little profit that is left te the grocers 
and against whom he is forced, in 
self-defense, to get even. 


While your reporters are making 
the rounds let them inquire into 
the conditions in the retail grocery 
business. I assure you that you will 
find much food for thought, and in 
place of the public being the loser, 
you will find that the grocer is the 
largest loser to a very considerable 
extent. 

The head of one of the oldest grocery 
stores in St. Louis called up the Post- 
Dispatch by telephone Friday to say 
that all honest dealers should applaud 
the Post-Dispatch’s short-weilght ex- 
posures and should join it in an effort 
to procure the passage of stringent 
laws that would insure honest dealing.

, For three successive years little Hor- 
tense Laudau, 4378 Forest Park boule- 
vard, was the first contributor to the 
Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and Free Ice 
Fund. 

Ever since the warm weather set in 
Hortense had been watching for the 
announcement that funds were again 
being solicited for milk and ice for the 
babies of the poor. She had three dol- 
lars in an envelope addressed to the 
Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and Free Ice 
Fund. 

For several days past Hortense was 
fearful that there was not going to be 
a fund this year. It is much past the 
time that Hortense had marked on her 
last year’s calendar. But Hortense had 
forgotten that the cold weather lasted 
much longer this year. Her eyes bright- 
ened all the more when the newsboy 
arrived at her home with the Post-Dis- 
patch Thursday and she read the an- 
nouncement that the fund is again 
open for contributions. Hortense lost 
no time in running to the mailbox with 
her contribution. 

Hot Weather Is Here, 

The temperature has reached the 90 
degree mark. It will hover around that 
mark every day now with few excep- 
tions, often rising much higher, until 
the end of August. And this means 
death for the babies of the poor whose 
mothers cannot afford the double price 
of proper milk. 

The Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and 
Free Ice Fund has been opened again 
for contribution. Your contribution is 
needed again this year, as it was during 
the last six years. 

For the ordinary baby to survive the 
heat of the summer without suffering 
some ill effects, it must have plenty of 
cooled, boiled water, and modified milk 
to suit its constitution and age. 


Physicicnas’ Services Free. 
The baby needs a bath every day. The 


poorest mother can give a b&by its 
bath. It also needs a doctor when sick. 
Bvery physician in St. Louis is an agent 
of the Pure Milk Fund. He will exam- 
ine the poor mother’s baby without 
chargs, and prescribe for it the amount 
of modified milk required. ; 

But milk and ice cost Money. The 
list is not so large now, \bit soon 300 
babies will be crying for the milk they 
need. One dollar a week will properly 
feed a baby. If 3000 charitabiy inclined 
citizens of St. Louis would each give a 
dollar a week to the fund through the 
summer they would entirely cover the 
field. But three thousand will not give 
a dollar a week, and so the 10-¢ent 
pieces are needed. One 10-cent piece will 
come near buying enough milk for one 
baby for a day. 

Milk Carefully Guarded. 

The milk that is supplied to the babies 
out of the Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and 
Free Ice Fund, comes from the deiry of 
the Pure Milk Commission. The milk 
is drawn from a selected herd of cows, 
tubercular tested, at Jarvis, Mo. It is 
shipped to the dairy in felt-jacketed 
cans and is sealed to prevent tamper- 
ing. 

An analysis of the milk is made as 
soon as it is received and then it is 
pasteurized and modified to comply with 
the prescriptions of physicians for the 
ba bieg. 

The prescription which the physician 
gives the mother for her baby must be 
sent to the Pure Milk Laboratory, at 
17% North - Thirteenth § street. The 
Miaboratory »e:ephone is Tyler 2811 (Bell). 
The persons in charge will tell in- 
quirers to what station the milk will be 
sent daily. The mother must go or 
send daily to the station to which she 
is directed for her milk.

Kansas City Business Men 
Raise Share of Amphitrite 
Expenses in Few Hours. 








It took the business men of Kansas 
City 
enough money to pay the expenses of 


only a few hours to subscribe 


its complement of the crew which 


is to bring the second-class battle- 
ship Amphitrite from New Orleans to 
St. Louis next month. 

In St. Louis, however, the enter- 
prise has encountered considerable 
apathy, for in two weeks only about 
cne-fourth of the necessary funds 
has been obtained. Of this, the Busi- 
ness Men’s League gave $1000, and 
private contributors about $200 more. 

The contrast is the more notable, 
because the Amphitrite is to be sta- 
tioned at the foot of Market street, 
in St. Louis. Harbor, is to be manned 
principally by St. Louis youths, and 
is to bring to St. Louls business men 
about $30,000 a year, which the Goy- 
ernment will expend for her main- 
tenance, 

On account of a regulation in the 
Navy Department the Government is 
not permitted to pay railroad fare for 
members of the State Naval Militia. 
Therefore the Naval Reserves wil] be 
at the expense of paying the fare of 
100 men to New Orleans, which item wil) 
amount to $400. Besides, food wil] have 
to be purchased for the men for the 
two weeks’ cruise from New Orleans 
to St. Louls. 

The United States Government has 
already spent $16,000 in a thorough 
overhauling of the Amphitrite, whick 
will leave League Island, Philadelphia, 
about July 1, reaching New Orleans 
July 10. There the boat will be de- 
livered to Commander W. F. Roberts 
of St. Louis and his crew of marines. 
He expects to anchor the huge ship at 
the foot of Market street about July 27. 

The Amphitrite is the only modern 
United States battleship ever assignéd 
to inland service, and is by far the 
largest craft that ever floated on the 
Mississippi.

ENFORCE HONEST DEALING. 
The statement of the representatives of the re- 


tail grocers, retail butchers and mester butchers 
gays they want to prosecute all dealers in their 
lines of trade who use dishonest weights or meas- 
ures and cheat their customers. In short, they de- 
clare they want to maintain the standard of hon- 
esty and fair dealing among the butchers and 
grocers. 

This is precisely what the Post-Dispatch is try- 
ing to do in publishing facts about short weights 
and measures.and demanding legislation providing 
adequate inspection and sufficient penalties for 
dishonesty. Adequate laws and their enforcement 
through effective inspection and prosecution are 
necessary to the protection of honest dealers, as 
well as of the public. Effective inspection and 
prosecution are impossible under the present laws. 

The Post-Dispatch invites the powerful co-op- 
eration of the butchers’ and grocers’ associations in 
obtaining necessary legislation. That is the way 
to hold public confidence and compel honest deal- 
ing on the part of all butchers and grocers. Then 
the standard of the associations will be enforced.

HEALY’S IMMUNITY BATH. | 

John M. Healy, ex-secretary of the Police Relief 
Association, and under indictment for stealing its 
funds, has testified before the grand jury. He is 
alleged to have boasted among his friends that he 
had obtained practical immunity through his at- 
torney, Jeptha D. Howe, brother-in-law of Circuit 
Attorney Jones. 

In reply to this statement Circuit Attorney 
Jones is quoted as saying that he has made no 
promise of immunity for Healy in return for his 
confession and testimony. The answer is fool- 
ish. No cifcuit attorney with a grain of sense, 
ever made a promise of immunity to a guilty 
man for turning state’s witness. That would be 
practical bribery. It would vitiate his testimony. 
But it is the universal practice of courts and 
prosecuting officers to grant immunity to crimi- 
nals who testify for the State. As a rule, if their 
testimony is regarded as of sufficient value to 
justify the State in accepting it, they are let off 
with very light or no punishment. Mr. Jones 
knows that the immunity bath was the accept- 
ed summons to the grand jury room which put 
Healy at the mercy and the service of the State. 
No pressure was expended and none was neces- 
sary. 

The whole question of the propriety or impro- 
priety of giving immunity to Healy in return for 
his testimony rests upon the value of the testi- 
mony to the State. Will it expose anything more 
than his own crime as principal thief? Was there 
a conspiracy? ‘Will it convict other criminals? 
How many? For what crimes? 

Circuit. Attorney Jones’ action in immunizing 
Healy stands or falls on these tests. 
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Mayor Seidel of Milwaukee may have John I. 
Beggs arrested, but can he stop him? 





James J. Hill, the “old gorilla who reclaimed 
an empire,” has been given the honorary degree 
-of LL. D. by Yale University. It is a distinction 
he has well won, if it is a literary distinction; 
it is as deserved as the reward of performance, if 
performance deserves such reward. Mr. Hill is 
one of the rare business geniuses who can not 
only act and reason but can reduce his ideas to 
form, which, if not endowed with literary grace 
and beauty of diction, shows a style well adapted 
to the subject matter. 

In magazine article, speech and interview Mr. 
Hil] has illumined a field previously occupied by 
writers compelled to theorize—to reason induc- 
tively from results back to causes.. Between Mr. 
Hill’s writings and those of the economists is the 
difference between practical knowledge and pro- 
fessorial speculation. He is the professor of 
practice as well as theory and as things go, he is 
entitled to the honor which Yale has conferred. 

Such an honor is of course no longer limited to 
those who have won laurels in the expanding 
world of letters. J. Pierpont Morgan, for in- 
stance, has the same degree from the same uni- 
versity. But Mr. Morgan bw never written any- 
thing. He has been a mere performer. Doubtless 
he has reasoned out his actions with quite as 
much pains and with even better results than Mr. 
Hill.. But he-has won no respect for his con- 
tributions to economic or other literature; he has 
added to the sum of the world’s economic know!l- 
edge only such information as can be deduced 
from the study ° his achievements.

REAL CAMPAIGN FUND PUBLICITY. 
The House of Representatives passed a pub 
licity bill with teeth in it; an act that made con- 
tributions public before election and after elec- 
tion as well; an act that recognized the voter’s 
right when he went to the polls to know who was 
putting up the money and how much money had 
been put up. The reactionary Republican ma- 
jority in the Senate decided in favor of secrecy 
until after the votes had been counted and the 
full advantage of the contributions had been 
reached.

Porcelain Could Be Made in St. Louis. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In “Things Worth Knowing” in your issue of 
today (June 22) it is stated that porcelain was 
discovered by an alchemist who sought an earth 
to make crucibles. Now, if a thing is worth 
knowing, it is worth knowing correctly, and the 
authentic story of the discovery of porcelain is 
s0 interesting and even romantic that I am sure 
that you and your readers will pardon my tell- 
ing it. 

The date of the original discovery of porce- 
lain is unknown, as it is antecedent to the oldest 
Western civilization. The Chinese made porce- 
lains for Europe for hundreds of years, hence the 
name “China.” Many attempts were made to dis- 
eover the secret of its manufacture, but all failed 
until its discovery by accident by Frederick 
Bottcher at Dresden, about 1665. 

Bottcher was a chemist of Berlin and dabbled in 
Alchemy. He was credited with having discovered 
the secret of the transmutation of gold from the 
baser metals, and was known as the “gold mak- 
er.”’ The King of Prussia was a grafter, and 
thinking there was money in it, tried to seize 
Bottcher, who fled to Dresden. He sent emissar- 
ies to the Elector of Saxony, demanding Bottch- 
er’s body. The wily old Elector made inquiries, 
and interviewed Bottcher himself. He was satis- 
fied that Bottcher could make gold, so after ob- 
taining a list of chemicals, furnaces and retorts 
which were needed, he obtained these, together 
with a huge heap of old metal, and put them in 
the fortress of Meissen, locked up Bottcher with 
them and told him to get a move on and make 
gold. The months passed, but no gold appeared. 
The Elector showed no impatience or resentment, 
but came round occasionally to make inquiries. 
In the meantime, Bottcher, wandering around the 
interior of the fortress, made the acquaintance of 
a certain Count von Schirnhauser, who was aiso 
a prisoner, locked up to make porcelain. He had 
no more succeeded with this than Bottcher with 
his gold, but he made a very good kind of red 
earthenware. Now, Bottcher’s chemical kKnowl- 
edge was instrumental in the improvement of this 
earthenware, which was successful, so that gold 
in another form was really transferred to the 
Eilector’s coffers. Bottcher ceased all attempts 
to make gold and devoted himself entirely to the 
pettery, and the sly old Elector made no objec- 
tion. On the contrary, the prisoners were al- 
lowed to visit the city under a guard of soldiers. 
They were liberally supplied with money and al- 
lowed valets and other: attendants. 

One day, Bottcher was preparing for his custom- 
ary nightly dissipations, and his valet was pow- 
dering his wig. He noticed that the powder was 
denser and heavier in substance than the ordinary 
hair powder, and inquired of the valet where he 
got it. He replied that one Schnorr, a rich brew- 
er, had been riding on the outskirts of Dresden 
on a favorite horse. He groomed this horse him- 
self and found its fetlocks clogged with a very 
pure white clay. The idea struck him that this 
clay could be ground and factoried as hair pow- 
der, so he bought the clay pits and made a good 
thing of it while it lasted. Bottcher suspected 
that this was the material needed for porcelain, 
and testing it, found it to be Kaolin, the chief and 
necessary ingredient. The Elector seized the clay 
pits, and from that time forward porcelain was 
manufactured in Dresden, and the secret gradu- 
ally spread over the rest of Europe. 

I have a purpose in writing this, because there 
is no city in the United States where 4 pottery 
is more needed than in St. Louis, or where it 
would have a greater chance of success. The 
clays are at hand jn Missouri and the adjoining 
states, and the saving on the freights on the ma- 
terials, to say nothing of those on the finished 


cods, would alone justify success.
